Holt  in  particular — and  Roger  Victor  for  a successful  jazz  con- 
cert Saturday.  Many  hours  of  practice  went  into  a program  that 
proved  well  worth  the  effort.  The  only  thing  missing  was  the 
usual  supply  of  administrative  officials  generally  present  at  such 
affairs,  but  1400  music  fans  hardly  noticed  for  the  satisfaction 
of  a well-displayed  program. 

Dick  Ballou  led  his  band  back  through  a brief  outline  of 
“American”  music,  wailing  and  swinging  through  such  classics 
as  “Basin  Street  Blues,”  “South  Rampart  Street  Parade,”  “A 
Smooth  One"  and  Out  of  Nowhere.’
